SOFIA Bulgaria, Sept. 10.—Sixteen 
more men and women were con- 


“| demned to death yesterday for Com- 


munist activity in the Bulgarian 
army, bringing the total doomed to 
die in Bulgaria since Sept. 1 to 20. 

Twenty-three others were sen- 
tenced to terms of imprisonment at 
hard labor up to 15 years, the equi- 
valent to death by slow torture, be- 
cause of the conditions In the Bul- 
garian prisons.
